O.y was launched at the Pennsylvania I 
railroad dock 
Wednesday.

ber of his local friends to accompany 
him. 
While the craft is built on the gen­ 
eral plan of a torpedo boat destroyer it 
of course differs from the latter in 
many respects. 
It is 35 feet over all 
with 7 feet beam and has a pressed 
steel hull.
